the country needs. 


Washington, .Nov. 19.—Speaking with 


the authority of

cabinet, Fuel 
Administrator 
Garfield 


told representatives of the bituminous 
coal operators and miners here today 
that "the people of the United States 
need, must have, and will have coal," 
and as long as the government stands 
they will not be prevented from getting 
it by "anything the operators or miners 
may cio." 
Dr. Garfield explained that his pur- 


pose was to furnish 
the 
conference 


with the data which he would use in 
determining what wage advance, if any, 
agreed to by the operators and miners 
'could be borne properly by the public. 


Immediately after convening the op- 


erators and miners decided to continue 
their negotiations through a sub com- 
mittee 01 eight from each side. 
"I represent the people of the United 


States in a different sense from the 
secretary of lab'or," Dr. Garfield said. 
"It-is part of Mr. Wilson's function to 
effect conciliation. 
It is my sole func-' 


tioii to exercise those powers conferred 
on the -fuel administration, to see that 
an adequate-supply of coal is furnished 
the'people of the United States and to 
see', that in times of stress such, as we 
are still unhappily in the midst of th° 
prices asked and received for coal are 
3iot. excessive. - 
"We all realize now that in the great 


coal industry the public is an important 
partner. 
At one time the operators 


and mine workers, like farmers, consid- 
ered themselves peculiarly independent. 
P.ut the public has a paramount inter- 
est. 
The people of the United States 


-will not consent to pay an excessive 
price for coal. 
We are all agreed to 
that but the question now is "what is 
an excessive price.' Nor will the public 
agree to go without this qommodity. 


•'The people of tne United States, 


need, must have, and will have, coa' 
and they will not be prevented by any- 
thing-the operators and miners may do 
unless the government is dissolved into 
a choatic condition.

ture. 
The mayor designated the raid as

Cincinnati, Nov. 11).—Members of the 


American Legion, numbering more.than 
300,

late last night and threw hundreds of 
pounds of radical literature into the 
streets. A bonfire was started and the 
literature burned. No one was in the 
building when the raid was made.

scription that the bandit was Carlisle 
who escaped from the state prison at 
Rawlins, last Saturday and railroad 
officials 
from 
other 
evidence 
were 


equally sure that the train bandit who 
terrorized travelers through this state 
in 1916 is responsible for last night's 
robbery. 


Within a few hours of the robbery, 


posses had been sent into the Medicine 
Bow district where the bandit left the 
train, from Cheyenne, Saratoga, Medi- 
cine Bow, Whcatland, Rock River and 
Rock Springs. 


Carlisle was captured in 1916 follow- 


ing a series of train robberies and sen- 
tenced to prison for life. 
He was con- 


sidered a model prisoner, buying liberty- 
bonds and subscribing to the Red Cross 
from his savings. Because of this his 
sentence was commuted to 25 to 50 
years last September. 


Carlisle is said to have boasted .that

T may be generally stated that 
whatever is good for a man, is 
good for a cow or a hog. They 


do not love stale water, nor spoiled 
food, nor do they thrive under unsan- 
itary conditions. 


Any veterinary will tell you that 


unless a stable is kept thoroughly 
clean 
and frequently 
disinfected, 


your animal will be subject to all 
sorts of diseases and discomforts. 
Where there have been contagious 
diseases such as glanders, tubercu- 
losis, anthrax, contagious abortion, 
hog cholera, etc., special care must 
be taken to make the stables safe for 
the future. 


First, remove all loose material 


and litter and then scrub the walls, 
floors, mangers and all woodwork 
end trenches with a solution of one 
r.int of formaldehyde to two gallons 


of water. A little lime added to the, 
solution to make a weak whitewash" 
will. help to Indicate places which 
have been covered with the solution. 
Be careful to spray all cracks and 
crevices. 


Formaldehyde has the property of 


combining witti-the ammonia gases 
of the stable and helps to purify the 
air. If the stable can be made tight, 
it may be. fumigated with formalde- 
hyde candles or by vaporizing for- 
maldehyde -with .crystals, of perman- 
ganate of potasK. 
It is of course 


necessary when so fumigating to 
take all animals out beforehand. 


This treatment will also act as a 


true deodorant which does not mere- 
ly mask one odor with anoftier. Be 
careful to buy your formaldehyde of 
full strength and use according to 
directions."

ALASKANS ARE MAKING GOOD 


They Show Marked Inclination Toward 


Good Citizenship and 


Patriotism. 


What the Alaska natives are doing 


and are willing to do as p;oof posi- 
tive of their fitness to liv* under the 
Stars and Stripes is impressed on all 
who come in contact wich the natives 
and their numerous activities along 
lines of advanced citizenship ami pa- 
triotism. 


By way of a minor illustration that 


ehow« which way the wind blows with 
them: The natives in Juneau, through 
the press, advocated the killing of 
dogs, that there might be more food 
for human consumption. 
They ad- 


vised their native friends to protect 
the dear from their dogs that might 
kill deer during their helpless con- 
dition following this last 
winter's 


deep snows, when many starved and 
all were weakened for lack of food. 


Down at Kake the natives have only 


about one-third to one-quarter 
the 


number of dogs that they had last 
year. 
One who went through the 


village last fall and again this spring 
remarked on the fact that there were 
almost no dogs in town. 


"Yes," said a representative citi- 


zen, "the natives became convinced 
that from a sanitary standpoint and 
an economical standpoint they were 
keeping too many pets. As a result 
of this conviction they began reducing 
on dogs and improving on health and 
food supply." 


Another point that Impresses even 


a casual observer is that the natives 
all take local newspapers and read 
carefully—often 
.very 
slowly—the 


events that are taking place locally 
and throughout the world. If a native 
is not a regular subscriber to a news- 
paper, you may he sure it is because 
he cannot read one word of English 
or any other printed language.
